We hope that 
the near future may see the forma- 
tion of a basket-ball league, which 
will include the four Universities 
now in the Debating League.

THE PLACE OF PHYSIOLOGY 
IN THE UNIVERSITY 

Things in this universe seem to under- 
go constant change more or less pronounc- 
ed. This lead* to evolution in all direc- 
tions which evolution, according to the 
great philosopher Herbert Spencer, who 
has just left us, is the passage of matter 
from the homogeneous to the heteroge- 
neous with integration of parts and 
differentiation of function. This has, of 
course, affected educational as well as all 
other institutions. The time was, and 
even within the memory of many now 
living, when " Xatural History 99 covered 
all that is now divided up among several 
chairs in all the great universities. 

It is no longer possible for any one man 
to keep pace with the progress of more 
than one great department of natural 
science or biology, no matter how great 
his ability, or how untiring his industry. 
There can be no men of the type of 
Johannes Muller to-day. 

Even so able and broad-minded a scien- 
tist as Huxley had to choose between 
Zoology (Morphology) and Physiology, 
though to the end his sympathies were 
strongly with the latter subject. Even 
he was obliged to call on others to help 
him in his "General Biology, " for it i< 
equally impossible for any one man to be 
zoologist and botanist at the same time. 

In this it must be confessed there is 
some loss to the student. In these days 
we are in danger of giving the student 
too much— at least of details, and failing 
in the co-ordination of those details, just 
because professors cannot well know 
exactly what is taught in collateral depart- 
ments and how the teaching is done. 
One professor may have a very imperfect 
knowledge of the state of mind of his 
student in the departments related to his 
own, hence loss of energy on the whole 
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and a training that leaves something to 
be desired, for in Science as well as in Art 
unity is important. Better a little well 
assimilated and co-ordinated than a mass 
of disconnected facts. 

Nevertheless, this not entirely satisfac- 
tory state of things seems to be to a 
certain extent inevitable. It is one of the 
evils not wholly to be dissociated from 
specialization, and yet this same speciali- 
zation is clearly the path of evolution. 
If one must pass from the homogeneous: 
to the heterogeneous, there must be 
specialization owing to the limitations of 
the human intellect- 

So far as investigation is concerned 
specialism is, of course, an absolute neces- 
sity. Theoretically, Zoology means the 
study of animal forms in all their aspects 4 
but because of the above considerations 
the term has come to mean practically 
morphology, including embryology. In 
no first-class institution at the present 
day is the zoologist a teacher or investiga- 
tor of Physiology, or the reverse. In 
several universities on this Continent 
these departments have, according to the 
principles of evolution, passed from a 
condition of being housed under one roof, 
to that in which they occupy separate 
buildings. At one time at Johns Hopkins 
University, Zoology (Morphology) was 
provided for in the same building as 
Physiology and under the physiologist 
as director of the whole biological depart- 
ment ; a sort of recognition possibly of 
the superiority of the study of function 
over form. But this has been changed. 
Morphology has now entire possession 
of this building and Physiology has 
found a new home in connection with 
the Medical department. A similar evo- 
lution has taken place in Toronto ; the 
teacher of Physiology is no longer a 
subordinate in the department of Biology, 
but an independent professor occupying 
a building devoted chielly to Physiology 
and Pathology. 

A single building large enough to 
demonstrate every department of Biology , 
with its various subdivisions, must these 



days needs be of huge proportions. Nor 
could any one man be found capable of 
acting as head of such a vast biological 
department, which would include Botany, 
Paleontology, Anatomy and Physiology 
as well as Morphology. In Leipzig each 
of these departments is provided with a 
large building. Physiology in Berlin can 
boast of an institution larger than the 
whole of the Medical or the Physics 
building of McGill. In Leipzig there is 
not only a Botanical Institute (building), 
but extensive grounds for experimental 
purposes neither in any way connected 
with the department of Zoology which 
lias its own institute. Of course these 
buildings are within a few minute's walk 
of each other, and in Germany the 
Naturalists and Physicians have very 
appropriately formed a society in com- 
mon. The doctor is, or should be, a 
naturalist, though the professed naturalist 
cannot be a doctor any more than the 
morphologist a professed physiologist. 

We lack in Montreal what they have 
in several American cities, and also in 
Toronto, a zoological garden— a priceless 
educational boon to any community and 
any university, when well conducted ; 
and if my colleague, our McGill Morpho- 
logist, can initiate a movement that will 
lead to an end so much to be desired he 
will achieve lasting fame. 

We are also without a botanical garden, 
or indeed adequate means generally of 
doing justice to a subject as old in McGill 
as the beginning of the reign of that 
great man Sir William Dawson himself. 

Of all places McGill should surely strive 
to keep up its reputation in Botany, while 
not failing to look after the newer develop- 
ments in animal morphology, etc. 

In many centres Physiology is a major 
subject in the science course in Arts, 
while every university which is develop- 
ing Psychology on modern lines is avail- 
ing itself, for some at least of its students, 
of the resources of the physiological 
department of psychology. Practically, 
in no first-class university is physiology 
a department of Zoology— except in pure 
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theory. The nearest approacli these 
days to fehejinion of these various depart- 
ments in one building is at the Marine 
Station?, such as Wood's Holl, or on a 
grander scale at Naples ; though event 
here comparative physiology is a young 
and struggling organism. The spirit of 
the comparative in Physiology has always 
been recognized at McGill during the 
tenure of office of. the present professor 
both in teaching and in research, and not 
only here in Montreal but when he be- 
took himself to the seaside. 

By all means let us have a strong 
marine biological station in Canada to 
which the workers of any and .every 
university of the Dominion may resort. 

Such intercourse would be in the 
interest not only of Science and the pro- 
fessors and other teachers, but also to 
their students. It would help us to get 
rid of some of that narrow and provincial 
spirit which has greatly hindered the 
development of this country. 

What we need at McGill is to follow on 
the lines of evolution in Biology, aiming 
at specialization and at the same time at 
co-ordination ever with a broad spirit, 
generous feeling and harmonious action- 
One department cannot consistently with 
these principles, ameoba like, swallow 
up another. Rather let each have an 
equal opportunity and equal encourage- 
ment to develop freely and fully. In this, 
honest purpose and unselfish feeling 
accomplish much more than criticism.

GENERAL AND PROFESSIONAL 
EDUCATION. 

A Consideration of their Conflict- 
ing Claims — Danger of Intensity 
of Application. 

Abstract of the Address by President 
Arthur T. Hadley, of Yale, before the 
Medical Society of the State of New 
York, at Albany, on Tuesday, January 
26, 1904.) 

For the last fifty years there has been 
a tendency to increase the number of 



years devoted to a professional training. 
This tendency has not been confined to 
Medicine. But there are some respects in 
which this tendency has been more 
strongly felt in Medicine than in any 
other calling. For a physician needs 
to be trained in more kinds of scien- 
tific study than almost any other man in 
the world. He must know something 
of physics and much of chemistry; he 
must know something of morphology 
and much of physiology. Each advance 
in any of these sciences increases the 
importance of preliminary training 
which is essential to the successful 
practice of the arts of Medicine and of 
Surgery and the length of time which 
must be devoted thereto. If we add to 
the time thus consumed in the study of 
science the time which is involved in 
learning the preliminary practice of 
these arts — whether in the higher class- 
es of the Medical school or in the hos- 
pital experience which should follow — 
the period of technical training be- 
comes so long that it is a burden) to 
all men, and an almost insupportable 
burden to those who are poor. Under 
such circumstances there arises an al- 
most inevitable conflict between the 
claims of general education, as repre- 
sented by the college, and the claims 
of technical education, as represented 
by the Medical school, and in less de- 
gree also by schools of law, or theo- 
logy, or engineering. 

THE DISTINCTION. 

What is the distinction between the 
college and the professional school, or 
group of professional schools? Most 
people would say that it was a differ- 
ence in the nature of studies pursued. 
Fifty years ago that would have been 
largely true. To-day it is not true. 
Within the limits of a college course 
the man who would be an engineer can 
gain an excellent knowledge of mechan- 
ics ; he who would become a lawyer can 
learn the fundamental elements of 
legal theory, while he whose tastes 
lead him to the study of Medicine can 
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master not only the principles but the 
practice of Chemistry, and can familiar- 
ize himself with anatomy and phy- 
siology and physics, and all those va- 
rious sciences which form the foun- 
dation of the successful Medical study. 
The difference, I take it, is not in the 
studies themselves, but in the surround- 
ings under which they are pursued. 
The distinction is not in the things 
taught, but in the ethical atmosphere 
in which they are learned. The col- 
lege student pursues his investigations 
amid a set of associations which bring 
him into contact with non-professional 
life on as many sides as possible. The 
student in the professional school, on 
the other hand, is in am atmosphere 
which favours concentration ; which re- 
duces outside influences to a minimum 
and encourages him to narrow his 
efforts on the work immediately in 
hand- The college course gives a man 
breadth of sympathy; but with all but 
the best men this breadth is accompanied 
by a sacrifice of intensity, but with a 
corresponding danger of sacrifice of 
breadth. 

THE MODERN TENDENCY. 

The tendency of late years has been 
to choose the second alternative; to 
regard intensity of application as the 
vitally important thing to be secured, 
and to look with distrust, if not with 
absolute dislike, on scientific acquire- 
ments which have been obtained in the 
broader but less exacting atmosphere 
of collegiate study. It is easy to see 
the reasons which have led to the adop- 
tion of this general policy. We want 
to have our professional men trained 
in habits of intense application. This 
will save their time, will make their 
work more efficient, and will fit them 
for the practice of their profession more 
speedily than would be possible in any 
other way. What I wish to point out 
is that this gain is attended with cer- 
tain serious dangers of loss to the stu- 
dent himself, to the cause of scien- 



tific progress, and to the influence of 
the Medical profession as a whole ; and 
that any consideration of the subject 
which looks only at the gain and fails 
to notice the loss is an imperfect and 
somewhat dangerous one- 

THE DANGER OF COMMERCIALISM. 

The first of these dangers is that of 
commercialism. A professional school 
is filled with men who are anxious to 
make a living, and who look upon their 
professional study as a means of en- 
abling them to make a living. There 
are some men to whom this will 
do no particular harm ; there are 
others to whom it does very great 
harm indeed. With such men, science, 
instead of being regarded in her proper 
light, as an agent of service to society, 
becomes a mere handmaiden of busi- 
ness. The evil effect of such a per- 
version of standards does not stop short 
with the individual student. It is 
bound to show itself in the methods 
of the profession as a whole. It will 
result in a discouragement of those 
elements of study and practice which 
make for scientific progress, and an 
undue exaltation of those which are 
embodied in triumphs of technical skill. 

And, apart from its direct effect on 
the physician himself, tli l is separation 
of the scientific studies of the Medical 
profession from those of other men 
has, I think, an indirect effect adverse 
to the political and moral influence of 
that profession in the community as a 
whole. It tends to make the physicians 
a guild or trades 4 union, apart from the 
rest of society. The old-fashioned 
country practitioner, who had learne 1 
nearly all his Medicine from contact 
with his fellowmen, wasi extremely de- 
fective in his scientific training; but he 
was a power in the community, and 
knew how to influence the conduct an 1 
life of that community. His successor 
to-day knows more of science; but ho 
does not know how to make that knowl- 
edge a stimulus to those about him. 
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THE REMEDY. 

Is there any remedy for all this? I 
believe that there is, and that it lies in> 
encouraging men to do the preliminary 
work of preparation for their several 
callings while they are yet in the broad- 
er atmosphere of the college, rather 
than in the narrower atmosphere of 
the professional schools. I would not 
abate one jot of the strictness of our 
requirement of scientific knowledge as 
a preliminary in professional study; but 
I would welcome that knowledge, no 
matter where it was acquired. I would 
hold that if a man really had the neces- 
sary training in Chemistry or Anatomy, 
he would make a better physician in- 
stead of a worse one if he had obtain- 
ed it outside of the limits of the pro- 
fessional school. I would encourage a 
man to begin his scientific specializa- 
tion at as early a period as possible 
and to defer his ethical specialization 
until as late a period as possible. The 
sooner a man's brain begins to turn to 
his lifework the better; but the later 
a man's horizon tends to be narrowed 
to the sphere of his lifework the bet- 
ter also. I believe, therefore, that the 
true policy is not a shortening of the 
college course and an attempt to make 
it a time of intellectual eclecticism, if 



not of intellectual dissipation; but an 
inclusion within that college course of 
all the scientific studies which it can 
be made to contain, and the fullest re- 
cognition/ by our various professions 
and professional schools of the results ■ 
of such study when obtained in the 
college atmosphere. I believe that in 
this way we can best solve the problem 
of training men for the duties of their 
several professions, without untraining 
them for the wider duties of scientific 
progress and of American citizenship. 



LES NOUVEAUTES 

Last week Cabotins, that marvellous 
comedy of Pailleron, revealed once 
more the great talent of the troupe 
des Nouveautes. It is no easy task to 
render a play of Pailleron's with the 
vim, the brio, the wit required, but all 
the Cabotins ros*e to the height of the 
occasion. As this kind of play is so 
successfully presented at the Nouveau- 
tes, we hope shortly to see on the bill 
Les Affaires sont les Affaires and 
VAutre Danger, the two great recent 
Paris plays. 

This week La Tosca, that master- 
piece of Sardou, is appearing for the 
second time this season at the general 
request.

McGILL-TORONTO GAME 

The second and last of the Intercol- 
legiate Hockey games to be played in 
Montreal this winter took place last 
Friday evening in the Victoria Rink, 
when Toronto met and defeated McGill 
by a score of five to nothing. 

Naturally the result of this match 
was greatly disappointing to the large 
number of students who were present, 
rnd who, by their hearty cheers of en- 
couragement, did much to stimulate the 
fforts of the McGill players. 



However, it is a comfort that the 
feeling is one of disappointment and 
not of bitterness of reproach. If any 
desire to criticize or carp at the man- 
agement and the players, now that com- 
plete success has not crowned their 
earnest efforts, let them first show 
themselves capable of better things on 
their own part. This is not the time 
for vain regrets or caddish criticisms, 
but rather for appreciations of what our 
men have done and for good resolu- 
tions to govern the future. Let the 
dead past bury their dead. 
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The gatrte as a whole was swift and 
well sustained, though most unfortu- 
nately interrupted by the whistle of a 
too conscientious official. We believe 
conscientious and resolute, somewhat 
unwisely perhaps,, but at least not dis- 
honestly. 

Toronto University is to be congra- 
tulated upon one or two exceptional 
players and a team of no mean merit. 
Gilbert, the 'Varsity captain, certainly 
played the best game on the ice. In 
fact, he was the only man who seemed 
to have any chance of passing the Mc- 
Gill defence. McLaren, who guarded 
the Toronto posts, was very effettive, 
though possibly not in a manner pleasing 
to his opponents, for, after all, there 
is some skill in doing that which the 
referee does not see, but others do. 
On the other hand, some of our Mc- 
Gill men showed up in excellent style. 
No person worked harder or deserves 
more credit than Billy Gilmour. He 
was tireless in following down on a 
lift and several times succeeded fan 
blocking, when, if he had (been properly 
supported, some splendid chances of 
scoring might have been found. 

Both Molson and McKenna again 
showed themselves worthy of their re- 
putation, though occasionally their 
eagerness to get into the game inter- 
fered with the security of the defence. 
Dunny McCallum, when allowed to re- 
main on the ice, did some very pretty 
playing. It is a pity that he could not 
have transferred one or two of the 
four games he scored against Queen's 
to this last match, where they were so 
badly needed. 

As a team, McGill showed an evi- 
dent improvement upon the playing of 
the previous week. Among the for- 
wards, especially, there was more reli- 
ance upon one another and greater 
willingness to pass. That is, the com- 
bination was. not so glaringly at sea, 
though room for further improvement 
was not wanting. 



It is a peculiar thing that this has 
always been the complaint against Mc- 
Gill teams. We have had many players, 
at one time or another, of generally 
admitted ability, but who, grouped, 
have proved very disappointing. 

Play began with a vigorous attack on 
the Toronto goals. From the entan- 
glement about the western end of the 
rink, the puck was finally lifted down 
to McKenna, who returned with his 
usual coolness and skill. Young ami 
Gilmour followed up well, but failed 
to secure the disc. After a slight in- 
terchange of lifts, Drinkwater rushed 
matters up the north side, but upon 
being checked, engaged in an innocent 
altercation and was the first of a long 
line of offenders to mount beside the 
timekeepers. 

A moment of intense anxiety followed 
whem Gilbert, evading point and cover, 
swooped unopposed upon the McGill 
goals. Lindsay, however, by rushing 
out and checking, saved a very critical 
situation. 

Toronto were now distinctly upon 
the offensive and it was truly a fortun- 
ate thing that the McGill defence were 
of such a calibre. Tfoair best efforts, 
however, proved unavailing, for a 
minute later Gilbert rushed in to score 
his first game. 

Toronto 1-0. 

Lindsay was again given an oppor- 
tunity of blocking, but McKenna took 
hold and shot beautifully from a con- 
siderable distance on the Toronto 
goals. The subsequent return run was 
checked by Gilmour, who, as a result, 
was requested to seek repose on the 
side lines. Charlie Young soon fol- 
lowed him, and for a no more obvious 
reason. 

Here, McGill supporters received 
their first "rubber." McCallum appar- 
ently scored an excellent game, but 
amid the ensuing applause, play was 
recalled to face an off-side at centre. 
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Then followed a series of runs and 
lift exchanges, with a good deal of 
chopping interspersed, but certainly no 
rough work. Young, whose stick had 
been grasped and held, by a Toronto 
man, was again sent to the side, pre- 
sumably for slugging in the chest. 
Drinkwater was able to get in a weak 
shot on Toronto goals, but was easily 
checked, and the puck, after some vi- 
cissitudes of fortune, was finally re- 
turned and forced through McGill posts 
for the second game. 

Toronto 2-0. 

Shortly after the face-off, McCallum 
and his vis-a-vis were together ex- 
pelled from the ice, much to their own 
surprise and mutual regret. 

Play had hardly resumed when 
Drinkwater was tripped and a Toronto 
player joined the others at the side. 

McGill forwards did' their best to 
take advantage of this opportunity, the 
puck being forced gradually towards 
'Varsity goals. A return lift for a 
moment relieved the congestion, but 
McKenna replied by running up and 
passing to Drinkwater who again shot, 
but to no purpose. His attack, how- 
ever, was supported by Gilmour and 
Young. For a moment it looked as 
though McGill must score, but in that 
moment McLaren had fallen to his 
knees and successfully blocked the 
goal. A few swift passes to and fro, 
with some exchange of lifts and the 
gong clanged the Half-time, delving/ 
the score 2 to nothing in favour of 
Toronto. 

Gilmour had slightly injured his 
wrist as had also McCallum. Young's 
foot troubled him a little, but otherwise 
the team was in excellent condition, 
and in good spirits. 

Half-Time. 

It was evident that during the in- 
termission the McGill team had had 
a serious little talk with themselves 
for, as play reopened, they displayed 



new determination and vigour, closing 
down swiftly on the Toronto defence. 
For a while the 'Varsity combination, 
which until then had been excellent, 
appeared completely demoralized, and 
it was no uncommon sight to see the 
weavers of the white T sprawling on 
the ice or searching for a lost hockey 
stick. 

Presently Dunny and a Toronito man 
as companion were forced to become 
spectators of a game in which they had 
been taking a prominent part. During 
their temporary absence Billy Gilmour 
made one or two splendid but futile 
attempts to score. Gilbert again and 1 
again distinguished himself by long in- 
dividual runs, while it took all Mol- 
son's skill and strength to prevent 
from resulting in a score. Dunny, who 
had in the meantime returned to his 
position, was once more consigned to 
the care of the timekeepers, much to the 
disgust of the spectators. The situa- 
tion became almost laughable, when 
Molson soon after was forced to follow 
his example — apparently for failing to 
fall down when run inito by a Toronto 
forward. The second "rubber" soon 
succeeded, when a run of Drinkwater 
and Gilmour's resulted in a successful 
shoot, but not before the whistle had 
blown on account of an injured 'Var- 
sity player. 

This disappointment was made the 
keener by the almost immediate scoring 
of another game for Toronto. 

Toronto 3-0. 

Things began to look somewhat dark 
for McGill when a ray of momentary 
light was admitted by a clever run of 
McCallum's, a pass to Young, and an 
apparent game. Considerable discus- 
sion followed, but this proved to be 
the third "rubber" 

McGill played furiously for a time, 
but the only result was Dunny's return 
to the side lines. Conditions seemed 
to be somewhat reversed now, with 
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the referee seeing things which no one 
else could see. 

Play was evidently slacking con- 
siderably, though Lindsay had one or 
two shoots to stop. Presently Molson 
went down the rink with his usual 
success, but before he could return 
after passing, the puck had (been swift- 
ly seized by Gilbert and another game 
resulted. 

Toronto 4-0. 

The fury of the spectators was 
aroused by the sight of Dunny for the 
last time forced to retire from the 
game. It was ratlTer regretable, how- 
ever, that anyone should have gone so 
far as to throw a stick at the referee. 

Some play followed but of little value 
one way or the other. Indeed, the 
game at this point was uninteresting, 
and far from the standard set at the 
beginning of the match. For this rea- 
son many went away with a poor im- 
pression of the whole play, whereas in 
reality the game was an excellent one 
to watch and at times quite exciting 
in its rapid transformations. About 
this tHme Gilmour made an exception- 
ally fine run and the subsequent struggle 
in front of the Toronto goals was 
fraught with much interest. 

Whether from accident or deliberate 
intention the goal-keeper was again 
sprawling on the ice if not on the 
puck, effectually preventing any scor- 
ing. In the referee's opinion this 
action was unavoidable and pardonable, 
in others otherwise. The difference 
of View caused the only unpleasantness 
of the evening, but even this was but 
momentary. 

Shortly before time w r as called, To- 
ronto managed to score their fifth 
game, making the final score five to 
•nothing in their favour. 

Toronto 5-0. 

There is little further to be said. 
Most of the spectators went away 



fairly well disgusted. When it came, 
however, to fixing the blame upon some 
unfortunate or unfortunates, they 
found themselves so much divided in 
opinion that any public expression 
would only antagonize many and please 
but a few. 

It is far Ibetter, surely, to thank those 
who have done their best for us with 
a full appreciation of their efforts and 
to leave useless recriminations and un- 
kind criticisms virtuously alone.

VICTORIA COLLEGE. 

The Medical Society of McGill en- 
tered on a new era in its career last 
Wednesday night by holding a Debate 
in the Assembly Hall of the Royal 
Victoria College— "Resolved, that Ath- 
letics interfere with the best physical 
and mental development of the stu- 
dent. " 

The Medical Society is, of itself, a 
big drawing-card among Medical stu- 
dents, but when there was coupled with 
it, the appearance before them of 
Madame Benda-Mills, the wife of their 
beloved professor, it is no wonder that 
about every student who could turn 
out, did so, while many ladies and 
others outside the pale of Medicine, in- 
cluding our delightful Donaldas in the 
gallery, were present. 

In the absence of Principal Poterson, 
Dr. W. F. Hamilton made the opening 
remarks, followed by President V. L- 
Miller, B.A., 04, President of McGill 
Medical Society, who gave a brief re- 
sume of the history of the Society 
from its foundation, and what was 
done for it by the famous Dr. Osier, 
as also by two of our present profes- 
sors, Dr. Shepherd and Dr. Mills. 

And then came the anticipated treat, 
when the charming Madame Benda- 
Mills appeared and delighted every one 
with a solo, Lane Wilson's "April 
Morn, ,, and which convinced all who 
had heard her for the first time that as 
a vocalist, Madame Benda-Mills was 
without a peer. She was accompanied 
by Miss Liechtenstein, and the encore 
given was all that the most exacting 
could desire, and what must it have 
been to one so much in sympathy with 
her audience and especially the greater 
student part of it as Madame Benda-

The debaters were then introduced by 
Dr. Hamilton, viz., J. A. Faulkner, 
B.A., 04 and H. S. Muckleston, M.A., 
05, for the affirmative, and H. H. 
Murphy, B.A.. 04, and H. H. Kerr, 04 
for the negative, and all through the 
Debate the speakers showed a thorough 
knowledge of their subject, and every 
now and then enlivened their arguments 
by some witticism, but it must be ad- 
mitted that the negative had the best 
of it, and especially with such a forcible 
speaker as Mr. Murphy as leader. 
Perhaps after listening to such strong 
arguments on both sides, one would be 
inclined to favour that course, in re- 
gard to Athletics, which lies midway 
between taking no part in Athletics 
and the other extreme, where most of 
the students' time is given to their 
pursuit. 

Dr. Roddick was to have made an 
address, but, unfortunately, could not 
attend. In his absence, therefore, Dr. 
Hamilton read letters from Dr. Osier, 
regarding the Medical Society and his 
regret at not being able to attend its 
Quarter Century Anniversary. Dr. 
Shepherd also made an impromtu 
speech, and that Dr. Shepherd occupies 
a great part of the Medical student's 
heart was evidenced by the ovation he 
received last Wednesday evening. 

Madame Benda-Mills again honoured 
us with a solo, "Regnana nel Siibenzio." 
(Lucia), by Donizetti, and to express 
our feelings as we sat and listened is 
simply impossible, but we were able to 
express it in outward display that 
evening, and we had to have her appear 
before us, and then as if to put our 
gratitude and appreciation in a tangible 
form our Sophomore President, Huycke, 
in his noble way, presented Madame

Dr. Mills was then compelled to ad- 
dress us, and in his easy manner spoke 
on matters of great interest, and con- 
veyed to the students in particular the 
thanks of Madame Benda, and how 
pleased she would be to m:ot us per- 
sonally, and you may be sure we 
availed ourselves of the opportunity.

HISTORICAL, CLUB 

Russian Subjects Discussed. 

The Historical Club held its Regular 
Meeting on Thursday, Feb. 4. After the 
reading of the minutes, Mr. Friedman 
Arts '06, read a paper on the Liberals in 
Russia. After tracing the progress of the 
country from an agglomeration of petty 
princedoms to a modern despotism under 
Peter the Great, he recounted the,origin 
of Liberalism in the time of Alexander 
L, and the vain endeavour of the re- 
former Sporanski to emancipate the sh es 
The growth of the new ideas during the 
Napoleonic wars was then described ; next 
came the futile attempt at revolution 
after Alexander's death. Under the 
progressive rule of Nicolas II came the 
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emancipation of t lie serfs (1801) and the 
judical reforms of Ldo2; The paper closed 
with a mention of the reactionary move- 
ment under Alexander III. 

Mr. Healy, Arts '04, followed with an 
essay on Tolstoi as a Social Reformer 
That author, he said, divided his own life 
into three periods. The first, tip to about 
his 34th year was " given up to lusts"; 
the next twenty years were devoted to 
sociology, and the remainder has been 
marked by religious mysticism. In the 
second period, which was the one chiefly 
discussed, Tolstoi had insisted on three 
points : (1) " Resist not evil with evil ; " (2> 
" Let no one consume more than he him- 
self produce! "; (3) <; Let both sexes 
alike strive after purity. In his present 
stage of thought he had become unin- 
telligibly metaphysical, and an ultra- 
altruist. It was not impossible that, 
although Tolstoi was opposed to any but 
passive resistance, he might become the 
Rousseau of a revolution against the 
tyranny of the Russian government. 

Mr. Archibald, also of Arts '04, then 
gave an account of the attitute of the 
Russian universities towards the govern- 
ment. There were at present eight of 
these institutions in Russia ; all were 
regarded with great suspicion by the 
government, and burdened with most 
harassing restrictions and galling espion- 
age. The result was that the univer- 
sities were full of political activity and the 
students were driven into revolutionism 
of the most extreme kind- Of late, how- 
ever, matters had improved a little, ow- 
ing to both sides showing some degree of 
moderation. 

In the discussion which followed, Dr- 
Colby and Rabbi Landman, whom the 
Club was glad to see present, took leading 
parts. 



THE LITERARY SOCIETY. 
Freshmen Vanquish Sophomores 
in Wordy Combat. 

There was a fair attendance in the 
Law Room of the Arts' building on 
Saturday evening last, to witness the 



annual contest between representa- 
tives of the First and Second Years. 
The counter-attraction in the Monu- 
ment National, no doubt, had much 
to do with depleting the attendance. 
The Debate, however, was a good one 
and the representatives of both 
Years acquitted themselves credit- 
ably. Some surprise was afterwards 
expressed at the decision rendered, 
but considering the fact that the nar- 
rower meaning in an ambiguously- 
worded resolution was allowed by 
the judges, and that the affirmative 
considered the question of the 
liquor traffic, as a whole, rather than 
the subject of prohibition direct, it 
must be agreed that the decision was 
just. 

The resolution debated was as fol- 
lows:— t4 Kesolved, that the Dominion 
Government should prohibit by law 
the importation, manufacture and 
sale of spirituous liquors as a bever- 
age." The Freshmen chose to de- 
bate the negative, and as things 
turned, their choice was undoubted- 
ly a wise one. Messrs. Shearer and 
Carr represented the Sophomores, 
and Messrs. Swift and Steedman the 
Freshmen. Humourous readings 
were contributed by Messrs. Camp- 
bell, Sci. '05, and Rose, Arts '04, 
which were heartily received. 

The judges on the Debate were Mr. 
Murray McNeill, M.A., and Professor 
Taylor; the latter also furnished a 
thorough and /interesting critique. 



McGILL STUDENTS REPRE- 
SENTATIVE IN INDIA. 

McGill men have good reason for 
having a special interest in the young 
men of India. This interest in their 
best life has prompted the men of Mc- 
Gill to follow the examples set by Har- 
vard* Princeton and many other colleges 
on the continent in sending out a re- 
presentative who will spend his time 
in developing Christian organizations, 
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like those which have such an import- 
ant place among the North American 
institutions. 

Mr. George Irving, of the Class of 
Arts, '02, has been secured as McGill 
representative and will go out under 
the direction of the International Com- 
mittee of Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciations of North America. 

The plan of having the McGill re- 
presentative working under the super- 
vision of this organization, which is 
undenominational in character, and 
whose work has already appealed to 
the best citizens of India, will meet 
with general approval. 

Mr. Irving' s experience in connection 
with the Christian. Association here, as 
well as in many other colleges, will 
qualify him for this work. He expects 
to travel among the Associations of 
North India with Calcutta as head- 
quarters. His work will be largely 
among students, who need just such 
organized Christian work as we have in 
our colleges. 

The Committee in charge of the fund 
have planned" to secure $500 from the 
undergraduate?, and of this sum con- 
siderable still remains to be subscribed. 

The Committee will be greatly assist- 
ed in their w r ork, if the men who have 
already subscribed, as well as those who 
intend to do so would give their money 
to any one of the collectors, whose 
names are given below, or leave it in 
the office of the Christian Association. 
An effort is being made to have the 
undergraduates' fund complete by the 
1st of March, as it is necessary to 
have all of the money in hand before 
Mr. Irving leaves for India-

The course in mathematics is very complete and a 
thorough grounding is given in the subjects of Civil 
Engineering, Civil and Rvdrographic Surveying, Physics, 
Chemistry, French and English, 

The object of the College course is thus to give the cadets 
a training which shall thoroughly equip them for»either 
a military or civil career. 

The ( strict discipline maintained at the College is one of 
the most valuable features of the system. As a result of it 
young men acquire habits of obedience and self-control and 
consequently of s-lf-reliance and command, as. well as 
experience in controlling and handling their fellows. 

In addition the constant practice of gymnastic, drills and 
outdoor exercises of all kinds, ensures good health and fine 
physical condition. 

An experienced medical officer is in attendance at the 
College daily. 

Seven commissions in the Imperial regular army are 
annually awarded as prizes to the cadets. 

The length of course is three years, in three terms of 9J 
months' residence each. 

The total cost of the three years' course, including board, 
uniforms, instructional material, and all extras, is from 
$750 to $800. 

The annual competitive examination for admission to the 
College will take place at the headquarters of the several 
military districts in which candidates reside, in May of each 
year.
